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Status of the claims and comments :- 

Claims 1 , 92- 1 08 were pending. 
Claims 1, 92-100 were cancelled. 
Claims 101-108 are still pending. 

Applicants have amended the definition of aryl to include only the rings with carbon and 
hydrogen. This is not new matter as support for this language is found in the specification. 

The rejection of claims 1, 92-100 under 35 USC 103 has been withdrawn as applicants have 
cancelled the claims. 

The rejection of claims 92, 94, 98 and 100 under 35 USC 1 12 has been withdrawn as applicants 

have cancelled the claims. 

Thus the pending claims 101-108 are allowable . 

The closest prior art do not disclose or teach the R2 substitutions of the applicants along with 
R3, R4 and the thiophene. 

Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer over US 6656953 as it contains over lapping subject 
matter.
